2. The following entry may be made in column 5 (pages 272—273 of the Red 
Book), against items 1(a) and 2(a), relating to fabrics and made-up articles 
including natural silk embroidery thread, under the heading ’’XIX NATURAL 
SILK FABRICS GARMENTS AND MADE-UP ARTICLES”: — 

“Note —Registered exporters of this items may, in respect of the exports 
made on or after 1st April, 1987, nominate the indigenous manufac¬ 
turer of matallic yarn. M/s. Rexor India Ltd,, Calcutta, for the 
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import of permissible raw materials used in manufacture of metallic 
yarn, for an amount upto 30 per cent ol the overall import re¬ 
plenishment permissible against this item”.
